Origin of the Plus, Minus, Multiplicae 
tion and Division Signs. 

When you make the sign of + Ina 
problem of addition, persaps you do 
not know tbat you are realy using the 
first letter of tho word “plus” in a 
somewhat altered form, At lirst the 


| capital letter P was used, but as it 


was made more and mere quickly and 


carelessly the top part of the letter | 


became merely a horizontal line drawa 
across the edye of the vertical, 

The sign used tn subtraction has even 
a stranger history. The word minus 
was first shortened into “mns,” with 
a horizontal .jne above to Indicite the 
contraction; after awb"e on'y the fet 
ter m, with the line above ft, was tised, 
and finally the letter was dropped, and 
now we have only the hastily made 
horizontal line. 

As multiplication Is but a short form 
of addition, the plus sign was turned 
sidewise into a character resembt!ng 
the letter X, 

Division was formerly indicated by 
placing the dividend above a thort- 
zontal line and the divisor below. {no 
order to save space in printing the 
dividend was placed to tho left and 
the divisor to the right, with a simple 
dot in place of each.—Youth’s Com- 
panion,

Various woods have been tried, but 
wherover used connoisseurs have pro- 
tested that even the finest of cigars 
were spoiled by putting them in boxes 
made from other wood than Spanish 
cedar. This wood always retains the 
finvor of a good cigar, and some assert 
that ft greatly improves the flavor.

A Wuttes has now been madc for

If the 
objects on the earth go across diag- 
onally ho must straighten out his 
course until their movement ts parallel 
to bis arrow, which will make an ex- 
act allowance for the drift.—Saturday 
Evening Post. 


Cutting Iron Under Water. 

A German inventor bas made an 
oxybydrogen burner that cuts metals 
under water. Hitherto this has been 
a difficult thing to accomplish, Most 
fron cutting tools work very slowly 
and onsatlsfactorily under water, and 
the oxyhydrogen flame tn the ordinary 
burner ts immediately extinguished 
when Immersed. In the new apparatus 
the burner Is protected by a bell shap- 
ed metal hood. A powerful jet of 
compressed air keeps water ont and 
effectually protects the gas orifice. 
Sixteen feet below the surface of the 
water the burner bas cut through a 
bar of fron two and one-half inches 
square In thirty seconds. It can cut a 
twelve inch slot In a three quarter 
inch plate In one and a balf minutes, 
The burner should be useful to divers 
for cniting tron and steel In wrecks, 
for removing rivets, boring holes and 
other submarine work.

Dressing Wounds. 

Yor either moist or dry dress: 
{ngs for wounds glucose may be 
used. For the former the sur- 
face of the wound Is Orst thor 
oughly cleaned with sterilized 
cotton swabs molstened with o 
4.8 solution of glucose in water 
This forms ap {isotonic saccha- 
tine “serum.” It {s then cover 
ed witb dressing soaked fn the 
solution, which is secured in the 
usual manner with sterile wool 
and bandages. Wor the dry 
dressing powdered glucose 1s 
dusted over tho surfaco of the 
wound. In some few cases this 
fs painful, although the moist 
dressings occasion no pain. The 
dressings are renewed every day 
for infected wounds and thor 
oughly cleansed at each dressing. 
When nearly disinfected the 
dressing Is changed only on al- 
ternate days and then less fre- 
quently as healing progresses. 
Glucose appears to favor granu- 
latiun and cicatrizuation.

| Scheme to Reduce the Loss of Life in 
| Mine Explosions. 

Refuge caves are now belng propos- 
ed us a meuns of saving Hfe in coal 
mines. Tho idea is to bave in euch 
mine one or more caves dug out of the 
solid coul or reck Crom one of the main 
passages of the mine. The entrance 
to the cave from the main passage- 
wiy world be a long, narrow tunnef 
with three or four sets of massive 
doors, sv that the cave would be ex- 
ploston proof, In times of dauger min 
ers who could not get to the surface 
would go to this cave and shut them- 
selves in, 

A cousideruble proportion of deaths 
in conl mine disasters is due to the 
after effects of un explosion rather 
; than to the explosion Itself, and often 
; the ininers have Ilved for hours or 
| even days before they suffocated. The 

eaves would serve under similar-con- 
| ditions. 

Air would have to be supplied in the 
caves, and this could be done either by 
| Small boreholes to the surface, such as 
{are not uncommon tn coal mines, or 
| by plpe IInes—built so as to be explo- 
sion proof—running through the mine 
passages. ‘Lhe cave connected with 
the surface by a borehole could be sup- 
plied with air freely aud kept in toneb 
with the surface by a telephone, nnd 
food could be sent down through the 
hole. 

A cave connected by a conduit 
through the mine could also have tele- 
| phonic communication with tbe sur- 
| face, but it would be necessary In this 
| case to keep a quantity of concentrat- 
} ed food and some water stored in the 
chamber. Supplies of medical tirst aid 
materials and a pulmotor for reviving 
‘miners overcome by gases could also 
be kept in the cave to advantage.-» 
Saturday Evening Post.

Last summer’s field party explored the beds of the Belley river 
series, a lower horizion in the Cretaceous and were successfal in obtain- 
ing the skulls of a number of different species of dinosaurs with some of 
which more or less complete skeletons were fould. Over fifty large 
boxes, aggregating about 20 tons in weight and filling a freight car, 
were shipped to Ottawa early in October asa result of the season’s work. 

The most notable finds of dinosaurian remains in ast summer’s 
colleetion are as follows: ‘The almost complete skeleton, with a magnif- 
icent skull of a large flesh dinosatr. Deinodon, which reached a length 
oA about 30 feet. The greater part of the skelton, with a skull over 
three feet long, of a plant eating Trachodont dinosaur belonging to a 
species which is probably new to science. Most of the skelton of the 
herbivorous horned dinosaur Monocionius belli, Lambe, with the skull 
which alone reaches a Jength of about 5 feet. A splendid skull, o ver 
five feet long, of the horned dinosaur Centrosaurs apertus. A — remark- 
able skull, about five and a half fee: long, which brings to light. a forin 
of horned dinosaur probably representing a new genus, 

The above are the most complete specimens of the farger dino- | 
saurs found last summer, but other equally interesting forms are repre- 
sented in the collection by less perfect and spectacular material whieh 
bring clearly before our minds the wonderful diversity of the dinosaur- 
ian life of this particular interval of Cretaceous time during which the 
deposits of the Belley river formation were laid down, 

A remarkable feature of last summer’s collection that with 
some of the dinosaurian remains, large areas of skin impression were 
obtained revealing a surprising variety in the epidermal characters dis- 
tinctive of the several species represented. At the time of the deposition 
of the Belly River series of beds the country throughout a vast region ° 
east of the Rocky Mountains then being formed, was but slightly raised 
aboye sea level and was well wooded, as is proved by the large  silcified 
‘trunks of trees found everywhere with the animal remains. Marshes 
and Jakes abounded as well as sluggish streams which emptied south- 
ward into the the Cretaceous sea. The remarkable variety of reptilian 
life of these times is splendidly represented by last summers collection 
which, besides the remains of the different forms of dinosaurs, includes 
many hundreds of specimens, more or less complete, of fishes, batrach- 
ians’ plesiosaurs, turtles, rhynchocephalians and crocodiles. Primitive 
mammals also are represented by some small jaws holding teeth, 

“Some of the specimens represent species yet undescribed, 
others add to our knowledge of imperfectly known forms, The colleetion 
will be prepared for study and exhibition by Mr, Sternberg and hist 
skilled assistants. 

“The collection of last summer from Red Deer river adds greatly | 
to the knowledge of the fauna of the Belly River formation, and to the! 
attractiveness of the exhibit in the Hall of Vertebrates,

summer; has received particular attention from visiting scientists and

The basis of every community is 
rightly acknowledged to be agricul- 
ture, but no centre can achieve fts 
true greatness If it is to remain en- 
tirely dependent upon agriculture. 
There was a time in the West when 
population was sparse, raw material 
not easily obtainable, and labor diffi- 
cult to procure. Manufacturers were 
then reasona'ly justified in refra'ning 
from entering upon costly ventures. 
But that day has passed. Every year 
fees the manufacturers’ Western mar- 
ket increasing” 

In this connection the Canadian 
Courier in an editorial article coi 
ments with upproval on the locatir! 
by Faster ‘anadian firms of bran 
factories tn the West, 

‘Strangely enough,” says th 
Courier, “nearly all the manufacturin 
industries in Western Canada ha 
come from Eastern Canada, not fr 
the United States. When an Ame: 
can firm establishes a Canadi 
branch factory, It is p'aced in ti: 
Hast, seldom_in the West. The Ame; 
can in the big centre 
of population. He Js not looking 
far ahead as the Canadian manu! 
turer, prefevring immedia.e returns. 

“All the flour milling concerns 
Western Canada were founded b 
Eastern capitalists, with a big milli 
Moose Jaw as a hotable exception 
The same is true of the cemegt mills, 
most of which are now controlled by 
the Canada Cement Company. The 
Diamond Flint Glass Company, at Red 
Cliffe; the Dominion Bridge Company, 
at Calgary; the Smart-Woods Bag 
Company, Alaska Bedding Company, 
and Sherwin-Williams Company, at 
Winnipeg; the Quaker Oats Mill, at 
Saskatoon; the Copp Stove Works and 
the Berlin Bedding Company, at Fort 
Williain—all these and many 
May be mentioned. 

“The situation is pleasant. It spells 
unity of feeling and unity of interests 
between the West and the East.

It has sulted some people to repre 
sent Eastern manufacturers as co! 
peting against those in the West, an. 
striving to belittle the development u 
thelr Western rivals, As the fore- 
going articles indicate this is far from 
the truth, Many of the best Canadian 
firms will eventually dot the west 
with branch plants as long as the

highly specialized rivals south of the

THE GOST OF LIVING 


High Prices Universal To-day 


It is frequently asserted in these 
days, when everybody is discussing the 
high cost of living, that the country's 
tariff policy accounts for a great part 
of the increase, Careful examination 


| of the economic history of not only 


Canada and the United States, but 
also of European countries shows that 
eras of high prices have prevailed 
under low tariff and low prices under 
high tariff, as well as high prices 
under high tariff. Under certain con- 
ditions the tariff may be a factor in 
the cost of living, but as far as manu- 
facturing products {\ Canada are con- 
cerned statistics do not support the 
contention that the products of tariff 
protected industries in Canada are in- 
creasing in price. 

In 1878 one of Catada’s pioneer 
carriage companies produced about 30 
buggies, which they sold from $160 
to $170 each. In 1911 their output was 
16,000, and they were able to offer 
the farmer a buggy at $85 that was 
vastly superior to the one they used 
to receive $170 for. In 1878 the price 
of sugar was nine cents per pound 
retail. To-day it is six or seven cents. 
Binders in 1878 sold from $275 to $300, 
while to-day the farmer is able to get 
a better binder in every respect and 
that will do the same work for $126. 
Reapers that sold for $100 in 1878 are 
retailing to-day at $60 to $65. In view 
of these facts and numerous other 
examples that could be quoted, it 
seems evident that the cost 
of living has uot increased very much 
by reason of the increased cost of 
manufactured goods.

being that in those States the whole- 
saler knows ho is dealing with men 
who will ship nothing but the best 
who will put it up in good shape and 
pack it carefully so that it will not 
be damaged in a journey of even 
thousands of miles, whereas, if one 
may judge from last Saturday's “ex- 
hibit—but enough has already been 
sald about that. If last Saturday is 
to be taken as representative of what 
Alberta farmers can do, the sooner 
the U.F,A. ceases to work for the ea- 
tablishment of open markets and co: 
operative distributing centres, the 
better for the reputation of the pro- 
vince.” 

Calgary's increase in population ts 
assured, particularly when one bears 
in mind the great industrial develop 
ment that is taking place in and 
around the city. Every new Industry 
means adult employes, and most of 
them have vives and families to house 
and feed and clothe, The Calgary 
market is bound to show a corres: 
ponding increase In growth and op: 
portunity as long as the present trade 
policy is maintained, It is well there- 
fore that the farmers who are supply- 
ing the Calgary housewife with food 
products should cultivate the market. 
Greater attention to methods of pro 
duction aud marketing ‘is their im 
mediate problem, rather than striving 
after foreign marvets which take 
longer to reach, and therefore offer 
greater difficulties In placing their 
produce properly before the consumer.

FARMERS’ CONTRIBUTION 
TO NATIONAL REVENUE 


Spend More Public Money In the Weet 
as Direc’. Assistance to 
Agriculture ‘ 


“Country Life in Canada,” a farm 
journal published i: Winnipeg, has 
an interesting article in its October 
issue dealing with the portion of the 
national revenue that is pald by the 
Western farmers. It mab -s an orig: 
inal suggestion to the effect that the 
Western Farmers’ contributi : to the 
National Exchequer should bv .pplied 
to expenditures for his direct | efit, 
The article in part is as follovn:: - 

“During the past few years nitcer 
ous estimates have been made a: (: 
the amount of the duties pald i, 
Western farmers on their agricultural 
implements, clothing, house furnish: 
ings, food and other necessities, 
While the Western Farmers’ contri: 
bution to the country’s revenue is not 
as large as some of the statementa 
compiled would lead us to believe, 
nevertheless i’ totale up well in a 
year. The Western farmer does not 
object to paying his share of the 
country’s revenue on the goods he 
imports from foreign countries, Hé¢ 
has been taught to believe, however, 
by certain periodicals and organiza: 
tions, that when he buys goods made 
in his own country he is contributing 
the same portion of the value to tha 
coffers of the manufacturer as he 
would to the Government if he bought 
imported articles. Hence, the demand 
that the Government cancel or reduce 
the duty on the articles he buys. If 
this request is granted it is argued 
that the Western farmer wil. save tha 
full amount of the reduction in duty. 
That is to say, if he has been paying 
$100 for an article on which the duty 
is 20 per cent. and ‘f the duty i# 
wiped out he will only pay $80 and 
be $20 richer. ‘This simple arithines 
tical deduction implies a apreme con. 
fluence in the disinterestedness, nos 
to say philanthropy of the may itom 
whom the farmer buys. Human na- 
ture cannot bo changed as easily as 
the tariff, and it is not likely that the 
manufacturer, Whether of the Cun- 
adian made or of the foreign article, 
his agent or dealer, or the merchant 
over whose counter his goods are 
sold, will voluntarily surrender all or 
part of the reduction to the farmer, 
In fact this attempt at reducing the 
cost of living for the Western farmer 
would likely produce only a temporary 
change in the distribution of the 
amount of the reduction, and whether 
the farmer would gain anything by 
it at all would depend altogether on 
the conditions of competition in the 
home market. 

Without commenting further on this 
pet theory of the free trader, inquiry 
might be made as to whether the 
money the farmer has now paid to 
the Government could not be used te 
his own advantage in the West. Last 
year Canada imported about $7,000,000 
worth of agricultural implements on 
which the duty paid would be ap- 
proximately $1,250,000. Why not 
mark this million and a quarter as 
it is received at Ottawa and set it 
aside for use in the West among 
Westerners. If to the agricultural im- 
plement duties were added the re- 
ceipts from the farmers’ imports of 
clothes, boots and shoes, hats, car- 
pets, furniture, hardware, automobiles, 


etc, we would have a sum which 
would bulk large in the country’s 
revenue. If expended wisely, under 


the direction of agricultural experts 
in the employ of the Dominion or 
Pvovincial Governments, this money 
would go a long way in furthering 
mixed farming development in the 
West. Money could be loaned the 
farmers on easy terms for the pur- 
chase of good stock, sheep, pigs and 
poultry, The machinery for giving 
instructions in better methods of 
farming could be expanded and 
brought more within the reach of the 
individual farmer, The government 
might even go as far as the C.P.R. 
and sell ready-made farms to ex- 
perienced new comers at a low rate 
of interest.’ The adoption of the plan 
would be o- immediate practical 
benefit to the people of the West 
whether on the farms or in the 
towns, It would not injure the Can- 
adian manufacturer and his thou- 
sands of workmen, particularly in 
those lines on which the farmer has 
centred his demands for tariff redue- 
tion, who do not know what a day 
is going to bring forth in the shape 
of tariff changes involving reorgan- 
ization,

COOKING A HEDGEHOG 


Bake it in Clay into a Solid Mass and 
Carve it With an Axe 


When a Maine Indian has the choice 
of a hedgehog, a sunk, a woodchuck 
and a muskrat for dinner he will se- 
lec: the first named invari.bly and 
take the skunk as second choice, :eav- 
ing the woodchuck, whic. is the only 
one of the lot a Maine white man will 
taste, to the last. Unlike the skank 
and the woodchuck, which are lean 

d unsavory except for a few months 
in the fall, or the muskrat, which is 
never fat and whic has & strong flav- 
or in spite of yarboiling, the hedge- 
hog is alway in edible condition and 
has meat that is as tender and white 
as that of a spring chicken, 

The method=cf cooking a hedgehog 
{s so simple that a novice can tearn in 
one short lesson. When the epicr 
is permitted to make a choice he 
should shun the large old males, 
which at times weigh thirty or forty 
pounds. The preparation consists in 
removing the viscera, washing out the 
interior ahd filling the cavity with 
slices of fet pork, peeled raw Totatees, 
sprigs of spearmint and wild celery 
from the rook. 

Then, without removing th2 quills or 
skinning, the body is plastered thickly 
with wet clay from the nearest bank. 
The muddy, bulky mass is thrust into 
live cozls and covered wita blazing 
fagots to be roasted for two hours. 

On removal from the coals, the clay 
is found to have been baked into a 
hard solid mass, which must be
